Income tax blanks for 1920 w ill be distributed at an 


e a r l y date. 


C O R P O R A T I O N S 


Every corporation must file a return, regardless of the amount of its 
profit or loss. 
Small corporations with heavy incomes are protected. 
I L U S T R A T IO N : 
A corporation with $10,OOO.OO invested capital and 
$0000.00 income; $000.00 is the maximum Excess Profits Tax that can be 
legally collected in this case. Many corporations overlooked this limitation 
clause in their 1918 and TOI9 returns. 
A part or all of your 1920 taxes 
may be abated in cases where overpayments have been made. 


P A R T N E R S H I P S 


Every partnership must file a return showing the distributive shares of 
net income accruing to each partner. 
The partners must included this 
income or loss. as the case may be. in their individual returns. 
The part­ 
nership itself pays no tax. 


I N D I V I D U A L S 


Single persons with net incomes of $1000.00 or more and married persons, 
or heads of families with net incomes of $2000.00 or more, must file re­ 
turns. 
A recent ruling of the Treasury Department, growing out of the 
Texas Community Property Law gives married men the right to re-open 
their returns filed iii previous years, and file claims against their 1920 
taxes for over-payments. 


R E T U R N S 


The preparation of these returns is an important matter to the tax payer. 
Where extensive farming, trading, manufacturing, merchandising, and re­ 
organization of business enterprises is involved; not only should those who 
prepare these returns have a thorough knowledge of the law and Treasury 
Decisions, but they should also be competent and experienced accountants. 
It i- the lack of a proper analysis of the books and records of the lax payer, 
and the failure to give complete information in the returns that causes 
overpayments, underpayments, correspondence, and unnecessary annoy­ 
ance to the taxpayers in the future.
